ANXIOUS DEMOCRATS. 


Striving 10 Gain a Greater Majority 


in Uie.Honsc. 


WASHINGTON, 
November 17. — The 


Democrats in Congress were badly dis- 
appointed by the result of the recent 
Congressional election in Rhode Island 
for the reason, as the House now stands, 
that the Republicans would be able to 
elect the next President should there be 
no choice of a candidate at the polls. 
The Democrats have a majority of the 
whole membership, but not a controlling 
vote in the many different State dele- 
gations. Were the election of a Presi- 
dent thrown into the House the vote 
would be by States, each State having 
one vote. A scheme is now on foot to 
make sure of a Democrat in such an 
emergency. The seats of two Republi- 
cans from California are contested, that 
of Felton by Sullivan and that of 
Vandever by Lynch. The ousting of 
the two Republicans in these two con- 
tests aud the seating of Democrats 
would give the control of the delegation 
to the party of the latter. Or if only 
one of the Republicans was ousted the 
delegation from the State would stantj a 
tie and therefore lose its vote in the 
election of a President. 
There are 


one or two other State delegations where 
a change of one vote would put the 
Democrats in power, but there are no 
contested seats from them. There is a 
contested seat in the Indiana delegation. 
Ex-Congressman Lowery wants the seat 
for which Representative-elect White 
holds a certificate. Now, if the con- 
testants were seated in each of these 
three oases from the two States of Cali- 
fornia aud. Indiana, then a Democrat 
would be elected President were the 
choice to devolve upon the House. 
Realizing the desperate situation in 
which they were placed, there are many 
Democrats who aru ready to vote on the 
contests in question. They care not 
whither their party men liave a good 
c»se or not, so long aa the contestants 
will vote the Democratic ticket. Most 
of the Democratic members will not care 
;o question the testimony on which the 
contests are brought to the House.

SAN DIKOO, November ;17.—For ssv 


en»l weeka Baboook & ^Story have had 
borers at work m the San Die;;o river- 
bed making a determined effort t.> strike 
artesian water. Their effjrts huvebeeu 
crowned with success. A strong argu- 
ment advanced hitherto against San 
Diego Las been her poor water supply, 
bat the developaionts of the past few 
days have put a stop to that ory. t 


These gentleman induced a contractor 


to undertake boring for the precious 
fluid oil Coronado beach a few weeks 
ago, and many people shook their hoads 
and muttered something nbout useless 
waste o* time and money, etc. But the 
success of the well in the river-bed has 
demonstrated that artesian water can be 
obtained here and they will push the 
well across the bay with all possible 
speed. 


At first the flow wai spasmodical, but 


it gradually became steady, and is now 
flowing a stream of pare and soft water 
tbrougnaaeight-iaoh pipe at the rate of 
30,000gallons every ^twenty-four hours. 
As soon as the first signs of artesian wuter 
were noticed, Babcock & Storey ordered 
a monster pump from Lockport, N. Y., 
and inside of three months it will be 
completed and shipped to this city. 
The new parap will have a capacity of 
2,000,000 gallons 
every 
tweuty-foar 


hours, uocl will throw water to a height 
of 500 feet, or sufficient to force it over 
the mesa for a distance of five miles. 
A stand-pipe will be erected on the mesa 
above the water works, into which the 
•water will be forced aud then distribu- 
ted as desired. The water now flowing 
to the surface is soft and limpid and 
has a delicious taste. There is great 
excitement in the city, and the Sun this 
evening editorially advocates the ap- 
pointment by the Mayor of a general 
holiday to celebrate the event. 


The well is in the river bed about half 


a mile east of the old town and is only 
down 
seventy-fire feet. 
Two other 


eight-inch walls are beiug bored, one of 
•which is neatly completed. 


The Bulletin sajs: 
When the business activity and gen- 


ral bustle of excitement had somewhat 
tibsided iu tbe southern counties at the 
nd of last year's Winter season, it was 
liu judgment oi some people that (he 
era of prosperity that grew BO rari'lly 
had pufised. 
Others, more wise, as is 


now proved, prophesied differently, say- 
ing that the good times in the south 
were but the beginning of a season of 
growth and prosperity that was sure to 
continue and to affect in time the entire 
State. Tho reports from the south so 
far this season have been of the safcb 
general tenor as they were last season 
nud much of the same condition of things 
is observable also in sections of the 
npper part of the State.

Dell, the Pacific Coast agent of the Lake 
Shore and tbe New York Central lines, 
returned Sunday from a fortnight's trip 
in tbe southern counties. "You have 
110 idea of the crowds that are coming 
in down there, and the buildiog thnt is 
being done," said he, in speaking of his 
trip. Continuing, he told of visiting 
Santa Barbara, Srm Bernardino, Los 
Angeles, Colton, Riverside, San Diego 
and other points. In every town was 
the same general scene with slight varia- 
tions only — new hotels everywhere, 
stakes of town lots and real estate deal- 
ers. From Santa Barbara to Saa Diego 
nbout the whole country is in town lots. 
He scarcely recognized the country 
about Lugonia, near Sau Bernardino, 
the home o£ the old pioneer. Dr. J. D. 
B. Stillman, for since be was there last 
January the place has become a thriv- 
ing town. At Pullerton, n point on the 
Southern Pacific near Anaheim, a $50,- 
000 hotel is going up, and n big hotel is 
being bailt ut Riverside. There is one 
also being put up at Claremont, n point 
between Los Angeles and Sun Bernar- 
dino. It will cost $75,000. The Santa 
Fe railroad system is really building 
many of these hotels through a subordi- 
nate company called the Pacific Land 
Improvement Company. In Los An- 
geles the hotels are all fuil, and any 
board costs from $3 to $5 a day. 
Iu 


San Diego a cot-bed costs $1, and they 
are scarce at that. Tho new hotel at 
Coronado Beaoh is one of tLe wonders. 
It will have over 790 rooms and will 
cover nearly five acres. The dining 
room will seat 1,000 persons. Thirtv 
billiard tables will help amr.se the guests. 
The furniture for the hotel, which is to 
be opened by the middle of next month, 
was supplied by Mr. CiiaJbourne of 
this city, and is now on the way south. 
It filled eighty freight cnrs, which were 
sent in four sections of twenty cars 
each. 
The Arlington at Santa Barbara 


is being enlarged. 0. J. Hawley of this 
city is now proprietor oE this hotel. Mr. 
Pearson, formerly of tbe Bnlwin, is now 
at the Arcadia in Santa Monica. The 
Southern Pacific is building new depots 
at Los Angeles and Santa Barbara. 


It was the observation thnt tbe best 


class of tourists had scarcely begun to 
arrive. They will come later. 
Those 


who are coming in great numbers now 
are rated as second-class by railroads, 
but they comprise people who are com- 
iog here to settle. 
Many of these 


searching for farms will coma north. 
The Raymond Hotel in Pasadena opened 
last 
Saturday. 
One excursion that 


reached Los Angeles last week consisted 
of fifteen carloads. 
It was made tip in 


Kansas City and came West in two sec- 
tions.

they desire south and ore bound to turn 
to Upper California. " They are filling 
up there so that they are bound to come 
this way," was the remark.
